‘well, maybe some good will 
come of it.” 

* But nobody's betting on even 
that much. 

The war has been over two 
years and this is the second time 
in. 1947 that the four foreign 
ministers have met to talk about 

. Germany. and Austria. 

‘ The four ministers—Marshall 
for the U. S., Bevin for Britain, 
Bidault for France and Molotov 
or Russia—met in Moscow in 
March. 

They got nowhere. So now 

“they're trying again. No one was 
very hopeful for that Moscow 
jmeeting. There seems to be less 
hope for this one. 

Since the war ended a big gap 
shas separated Russia from the 
United States, Britain and 
France. 

But since the Moscow meeting 
the gap has been made even 
wwider and this is why: 

The U. S. has started work 
on the Marshall plan to help 
‘western European nations get on 
their’ feet and to keep them out 
yf the grip of Communism, 

The Russians are bent on 
wrecking the plan. They’ve de- 
nounced it as a U. S. attempt 
to dominate the world and make 
Purope a 49th state, 

To help wreck it, the Com- 
munists of Russia and eight oth- 

“yer European countries have set 
up an organization they call the 

“Cominform.” 

* It lined up the communists in 
those countries to work for the 
@Pread of Communism and fight 

U. S. policies in Europe. 

If you think all of this. gloomy, 
«take a look at something else: 

When the foreign ministers 

ymeet they ought to be able to 
get down to business right away 
and start work on the big prob- 
jlems. ~ 
What about all the little de- 
tails? They can sénd their assis-

Aggies Silent in Dressing Room, 
Stunned at First Defeat in 2 Years

“, .. . Those two passes beat us.” 

“. .. . That McCullough is the 
pest oi. 05-54% 

“.... Couldn't stop those ends.” 

That’s what the Cameron Ag- 
gies were saying Saturday night 
as they trooped to their dressing 
rooms under the huge, vaulted 
west tunnel of Pasadena’s Rose 
Bowl. 

A few moments before, the yel- 
low and black-clad players of 
Coach Billy Stamps had seen a 
two-year, 21-game winning streak 
snapped by an indominable band 
of Chaffey Panthers. 

There was silence in the Aggie 
quarters, the silence of defeat. 
Here and there, a player stripped 
and started to the showers. But 
others just sat, seemingly unable 
to believe what had happened. 

Greatest Team 

Coach Billy Stamps and assist- 
ant mentor Darwin Richardgon 
moved through the room, stop- 
ping here and there to talk to a 
player. 

“Chaffey is- the greatest squad 
we've ever faced,” Stamps de- 
clared in a brief talk with news- 
men. He. praised the passing 
wizardry of Anse McCullough and 
the catching of Chet Nicholson 
and the other ends. 

“At the start of the second half, 
I thought we were going to bounce 
right back and take the ball game. 
We bounced back all right, but so 
did Chaffey.” \ 

Outside the dressing rooms, a 
throng of team well-wishers and 
hangers-on milled. One woman, 
mother of a player, wept openly. 
Her son, hulking in his sweat- 
marked uniform, comforted her 
awkardly. 

Incredible 

To the dejected mass of Cam- 
cron students, defeat was as in- 
credible as it had been to the 
players, 

In every post-mortem, the first 
quarter touchdown heaves of Mc- 
Cullough to Nicholson bulked 
large.

fully their failure to break the 
Chaffey, forward wall and rush 
Anse—as they finally managed to 
do in the third quarter—probably 
cost them the ball game. ; 

In every department of play 
save passing and pass defense, the 
Camerons stacked up well with 
the victors. Anse’s 212-yard net 
gain in the air, incidentally, equal- 
led half tho yards tallied aerially 
by 10 Aggie opponents in the 1947 
season.

Logan, a veritable grandpappy 
of JC football at 28, flung three 
TD's in all, and was in there at 
the finish, pitching gamely. 

Perhaps no statistic of all that 
brilliant contest is more reveal- 
ing of the hard, clean play that 
pertained throughout than the 
penalties column, Referees as- 
sessed only eight setbacks, four to 
each team, and there wasn’t a 
roughing penalty in’ the lot. 

It’s not taking a thing away 
from the magnificent Panthers to 
call the Aggies of Lawton a great 
team.

It does not seem that Mr. Ar- 
thur Garfield Hays has disposed 
adequately of the proposal of 


Mr. Morris Ernst that all or- 
ganizations operating in ‘politi- 
cal and economic areas of Am- 
erican life be compelled to dis- 
close their memberships and give 
a public accounting of their fi- 
nances. 


Both Mr. Hays and Mr. Ernst 
‘are attorneys, who have valiant- 
‘ly defended the cause of civil 
‘liberties throughout their life- 
{ times. Mr. Ernst’s recommenda- 
tions are supported by the bar 
association of the city of New 
York. 

Mr. Hays says, “legislation 
that would strip from political 
and economic organizations the 


would hinder democracy by dis- 
couraging freedom of expres- 
sion.” If a man were forced to 
put his opinions on the _public 
record it would mean, he says, 
that it might be dangerous to 
hold unpopular’ opinions and 
would create timidity. 

It is right here that I lose 
track of Mr, Hays’s argument. 
If anyone hasn’t the courage to 
stand up for his opinion in a free 
society, where is the merit of 





the opinion? Since when has 
freedgm of expression carried 
with it the guarantee that it 
would not be dangerous to ‘‘pop- 
ularity’? How can constructive 
change be harmonious with de- 
mocracy when its advocates are 
protected in deviousness and de- 
ceit? What kind of change will 
we get that way? 





What ,Mr. Ernst is trying to 
get at is the thabit of such or- 
ganizations as the Communists 
and Fascists to mask their aims 
under “front’’ organizations and 
solicit the public for one cause 
while diverting their support to 
another. 

Mr. Ernst believes—~—and so do 
I, on the basis of a huge amount 
of circumstantial evidence—that 
people are contributing to Com- 
munism, for instance, who have 
not the slightest sympathy for 
the Communist program but wish 
to defend human rights in spe- 
cific instances. Mr. Ernst main- 
tains that people have a right to 
knowledge. 





Actually, the problem goes far 
beyond possibly subversive  or- 
ganizations. Hundreds of millions 
of dollars are collected from the 


accounting to the contributors 
ever is made. 

Now, by the very nature of 
their claims. all moneys collected 
by organizations from the peo- 
ple are trust funds, Men properly
